Mr. Kevin Dixon, Attorney-General, 
proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Patrick Holland, B.Comm., Audi- 
tor, who read a paper on “ Juvenile 
Delinquency” at the inaugural 
meeting of the Law Students’ De- 
bating Society in King’s Inns, 
Dublin, last night. 

It was not, he said, a problem 
which was exclusively legal, and he 
doubted if it was predominantly 
legal. Ail the law could do was 
to deal with what had arisen; it 
could not deal with the conditions 
which might give rise to’ circum- 
Stances cafling for the application of 
the law... 

Seconding the vote of thanks, 
District Justice McCarthy said

Blind Boy’s 
Due to Ill 


ALLEGATIONS that an inmate of 
St. Joseph’s Institute for the 
Blind, Drumcondra, had been ill- 
treated were made in the City 
Morgue yesterday, when Dr. D. A. 
McErlean, Coroner, with a jury, 
held an inquest on Michael Josepb 
Dixon (14), a blind boy, from Tipp, 
Belmullet, Co. Mayo, an inmate of 
the institution, who died there on 
November Ist last. 

The Irish National League for 
the Blind was represented by Mr. 
P. Bourke (instructed by Messrs. 
O’Connor and Co., solicitors, and 
Mr. P. McGilligan (instructed by 
Messrs. Maxwell, Weldon and Co.) 
appeared for the institute. 

The Coroner announced that as 
there were suggestions that the boy 
had been neglected, he considered it 
advisable to hold an inquest. 

After hearing evidence, the 
Coroner said that with regard to the 
alleged ill-treatment, no punishment 
had been meted out to the boy for 
some months before his death, so 
that whatever was the nature of the 
punishment, it had no connection 
with his death. 

The jury returned a verdict that 
death was due to lobar pneumonia 
and heart failure, and added a rider 
that the doctor should have been 
called for at 3 a.m. on November 


Ist.
